WASHINGTON, Sept. 5— 


The general board of the In-| 


ternational Teamsters Union 
has approved a bonding plan 
covering al) officials and em- 
ployes of the union at all levels 
of the union’s structure, it was 
announced today. 

The bonds, to be written by 
General Insurors, Inc., of St. 
Louis, will provide the union 
protection of up to $30,000 for 
each employe or officer against 
mishandling of: union funds, a 
spokesman said. 

Coverage would include all 
unions, state conferences, wel- 
fare funds and any other sub- 
division of the international. 

The spokesman was unable 
to state the number of em- 
ployes to be covered, but since 
there are 900 locals within the 
United States and 


tors. the number would be 
“many, many thousands,” he 
said, 


The union will pay General 
Insurors a three-year premium 
of $69,245, he said. 

He described the premium 


rate as favorable when com- | 
pared with bonding rates paid | 
in many localities by various | 


union locals. 
Previous Practice. 

Up to now, 
been to require only secretary- 
treasurers of locals and union 
business agents handling union 
funds to carry suitable surety 
bonds. The average for this 
type of coverage has been $10,- 
000, the spokesman said. 

Asked what prompted 
action, 
was “to provide the member- 
ship with greater protection 
and to afford unprecedented 
security of union funds.” 

The court-appointed board of 
monitors overseeing the con- 
duct of the union's affairs 
since James R. Hoffa took of- 
fice as president has been crit- 
ical of the _ international’s 
bonding practices. The board 
has cited several instances in 
various parts of the country 
where individual officers have 
failed to maintain. security 
bonds as required by the un- 
ion’s constitution. 

The proposal for the addi- 
tional coverage was sent to the

general board by Hoffa, the 
spokesman said. The board's 
approval was unanimous. The 


premium is to be borne by the 
international union, he added. 

Asked when the new plan 
would become effective, the 
spokesman said the general 
board had received word from 
the underwriter, General In- 
surors,:that the bonds would 
become effective upon notifica- 
tion of approval by the board. 

Delay on Convention. 

At its meeting here yester- 
day, the union’s general board 
postponed until Sept. 16 a deci- 
sion on calling a new union 
convention and election of offi- 
cers. Hoffa had disclosed he 
favored such a convention. 

Hoffa's suggestion was viewed 
here as an attempt to rid the 
union of the monitorship. Hoffa 
said the monitors would be in- 
vited to meet with the board 
Sept. 16 to discuss the question

CARLYLE, Ill., Sept. 5—Es- 
tablishment of any new valley 
authorities similar to the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority is very 
unlikely, Brig. Gen. Herbert 
Vogel (Ret.), TVA board chair- 
man, said here last night. 

Gen. Vogel, whose appoint- 
ment as TVA head by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower brought an 
outcry that Vogel is inimical 
to the public power theory rep- 
resented by TVA, made his 
prediction in a speech at a 
Kaskaskia Valley Association 
conference. 

After outlining the accom- 
plishments of TVA, Gen. Vogel 
said, “I do not wish to create 
any impression that I suggest 
this (meaning the TVA) as a 
method which should be neces- 
sarily applied to other valleys.” 

“Let us review the unique 
combination of factors which 
brought TVA into being,” he 
continued. “An idle uncon- 
trolled river, a depressed econ- 
omy, depleted soil, little or no 
industry, and a great need to

leys in the United States, and

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Kehr Fails to Satisfy 
Disgruntled Norwood 
Manor Residents at 
Protest Meeting. 


The Metropolitan St. Louis 


District grossly 
estimated the cost of construct- 
ing a storm sewer to eliminate 
flooding in Norwood Manor, 
St. Louis county, William Q.

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HAMMARSKIOLD 
SETS FINAL TALK 
WITH NASSER 


Cairo Newspapers Hint 
U.A.R,. Chief Will 
Not Accept Any 
‘U.N. Presence.’

CAIRO, Sept. 5—United Na- 
tions Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold scheduled a 
fina] meeting late today with 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser 
and prepared to take off to- 
morrow morning for talks with 


Premier Ben-Gurion in Jeru- 
salem. 

There was no official in- 
formation about the progress 


of Hammarskjold’s discussions 
here nor was any expected. His 
press aid, George Ivan Smith, 
threw cold water on his earlier 
suggestion there might be a 
joint communique such as was 
issued when Hammarskjold 
ended a three-day visit to 
Amman, Jordan, last week 

Cairo newspapers hinted the 
likely outcome however. Al 
Ahram declared today that 
Nasser’s United Arab Republi 
would not accept any “U.N. 
presence’ in Cairo or Damas- 
cus, Syria, because “the U.N. is 
already present with its prin- 
ciples, which cannot be con- 
verted into a watchman to 
guard a shaky throne.” 

‘Shaky Throne.’ 

The “shaky throne” of course 
is that of King Hussein of Jor- 
dan. Hussein's prime minister 
Samir Rifai, is known to have 
handed Hammarskjold a plan 
for creation of a new U.N. of- 
fice in Amman headed by an 
official with the rank of am- 
bassador and with deputies in 
Cairo, Damascus and Baghdad 

A likely outcome here ap- 
peared to be a tentative agree- 
ment between Nasser and Ham- 
.| marskjold on some less impos- 
ing structure, possibly a special 
roving Middle East representa- 
tive of the Secretary General 
to report on any future inter- 
ference in the internal affairs 
of Jordan and Lebanon. 

An Egyptian source consid-

To a question about the wave 
of anti-Americanism which de- 


veloped in Holland after the 
outbreak of the Central High 
crisis, Faubus replied: “No in- 
dividual is perfect: no nation 
is perfect. Our imperfections 
are what make us appeal to 
others as brothers. We do not 
claim to be perfect in this 
country or this state but we 


believe that our system offers 
a greater hope of the realiza- 
tion of individual aspirations 
than the Communist system.”

The speech amounted to a 
blueprint of budget policy for 
the administration, plus an ad- 
Vance peek at a new budget re- 
view for fiscal 1959, the year 
which ends next June 30. Stans 
said the review will be issued 
in about a week. 

Stans’s informal summary 
showed: 

Outlays of more than 79 bil- 
lion dollars, more than five 
billion higher than Mr. Eisen- 
hower's estimate and “danger- 
ously close to an 80-billion- 
dollar spending level.” 

Revenues of 67 billion 
dollars, or almost 7% billion 
less than was originally 
counted on, reflecting dimin- 
ished tax collections caused by 
the business slump. 

Red ink approximately 12 
billion dollars, instead of the 
modest half-billion-dollar sur- 
plus foreseen by the President 
in January. 

Stans rejected the notion 
that the problem could be 
solved by firing some federal 
workers and blocking new 
spending proposals. He said 
around 77 per cent of the 
budget goes to pay for past 
wars, to preserve peace and to 
prepare for possible future 


conflicts, and added: “No/| 
amount of wild slashing could | 


bring this into a quick 
balance.” 


If world tensions ease, Stans 
said, and “if by fiscal year 
1961 the country not only has 
recovered from the recession 
but has regained its normal 
growth trend, a level of re- 
ceipts—at present tax rates—of 
80 billion dollars does not ap- 
pear to be unreasonable.” 

“The question of balancing 
the budget would then depend 
om- whether expenditures could 
b& held below that figure,” he 
said. “That would not be easy, 


this will be the first time man 
has tamed the fusion process 
of the H-bomb and it will mark 
an important milestone on the 
road to thermonuclear power.

Description of Action. 

Scylla, a working model. of 
which is on display at the 
United States exhibit for the 
conference, achieves its high 
temperatures by a tremendous 
burst of magnetic pressure. 

From ten large condensers, 
80.000 volts of electricity is 
shot into a magnetic coil, four 
inches long, surrounding cer- 
amic tube two inches in di- 
ameter. Inside the tube is a 
plasma of ionized gas of deu- 
terium, a heavy form of hydro-

ly in the sea.

The new civil rights division 
of the Department of Justice 
filed a suit vesterday accusing 


Terrell county's election reg- 
istrars and deputy registrars 
of discriminating against pros- 
pective Negro voters. 

Spokesmen for the division 
indicated the suit is the first 
in a series. They declined to 
pinpoint other areas under in- 
vestigation ° 

J. G. Raines, chairman of 
the Terrell county Board of 
Registrars, denied the Govern- 
ment allegations 

Aims of the Suit. 

The suit seeks an injunction 
which would prohibit Terrell 
county (1) from following dif- 
ferent procedures in the proc- 
essing of voting applications by 
Negro and white citizens, (2) 
from applying more stringent 
standards in giving a literacy 
test to Negro applicants, and 
(3) from refusing to certily a 
group of Negroes named in the 
suit as having passed the liter- 
acy test 

The civil action alleges that 
several Negroes. including four 
school teachers with college 
degrees were denied voter 
recistration certificates last 
April on the ground of alleged 
inability to read correctly and 
intellicibl

The complaint charged that 
Negroes who applicd as early 
as October 1956 for voting 
registration were not permitted 
to appear for hearings on their 


applications until April 7, 1958 
It said white persons who ap- 
plied in March 1958 were all 
given nearings that month 
some on the same day they ap- 
plied 

The suit said that on March 
25. 1958, the dav after ac- 
ceptance of the white appli- 
cants. a new: Georgia law pre- 
ecribing more stringent tects 
for voting applicants became 
effective. and this new law was 
used in processing the applica- 
tions of Negroes 

The suit charged that “the 
acts and practices of the de- 
fendants are designed to deny 
the right to vote to Negro 
citizens of the United States 
and of the state of Georgia 
solely because of their race 
and color.” 

Defendants, in addition to 
Raines, are Dixon Oxford and 
Roscoe Radford registrars 
and Mr. and Mrs. F. Lawson 
Cook Sr., deputy registrars. 

Backlog of Petitions. 

Raines said the backlog of 
applications when he took of- 
fice included many from white 
persons as well as Negroes. He 
said the white applicants had 
filled out their forms properly 
@énabling the board to act on 
them promptly. None of the 
applications filled out by Ne- 
groes was in proper order, he 
gain 

Raines said that about two 
weeks aco another hatch of 
applicants appeared before the 
board. He said one Negro was 
granted a voter certificate and 
that an application by one 
white person was denied 

The suit said an investiga- 
tion showed that in 1956 only 
48 Negroes of 5036 of voting 
age in Terre}! county were reg- 
istered, while 2679 of 3233 
White persons of voting age 
received registration § certifi- 
Ca'es 

All of the Negroes Involved 
in the suit live at Dawson, 
the Terrell county seat where 
the Department of Justice last 
month unsuccessfully sought to 
prosecute three policemen on 
charges that they treated pris- 
oners brutally, 

That action was taken under 
long-standing criminal civil 
rights statutes. A federal grand 
jury at Macon. which examined 
evidence developed in a Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation 
investigation, refused Aug. 9 
to indict the three policemen, 
who were accused of killing 
two Negroes, shooting another 
and beating two more in ar- 
rest incidents last spring.

\ Time for Protest 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It is almost inconceivable that. 

with our troops still in Lebanon. 
we should find ourselves for the 
second time at the brink of war 
with China over two little groups 
of offshore islands which--what- 
ever the status of Taiwan ‘For- 
mosa)—clearly . belong to the 
mainland. 
' As to this latest venture in 
brinkmanship, American military 
authorities have never considered 
Matsu and Quemoy vital to the 
defense of Taiwan, any more than 
the Tachen Islands evacuated 
during the previous crisis. 

Matsy and Quemoy became im- 
portant only because. as part of 
the policy of ‘unleashing Chiang 
Kai-shek.” the United States 
urged the Generalissimo to forti- 
fv the islands as offensive out- 
posts : 

If. as President Eisenhower has 
said, these islands are now more 
important than they were, it is be- 
cause — at our own urging — 
Chiang Kai-shek has committed 
one third of his forces and what 
remains of his prestige to their 
defense 

The only sensible answer is to 
help evacuate these forces as 
quickly as possible 

Let us suppose that, after Corn- 
wallis’s surrender, the British had 
refused to recognize the finality 
of their defeat and, expressing 
their determination to return to 
the mainland, had withdrawn 
most of their forces to an imagi- 
nary island lving 100 miles off 
our Middle Atlantic coast 

Let us suppose further that the 
Roval Navy and a few of King 
George's redcoats had clung to 
Nantucket, Long Istand and the 
Florida keys, using these offshore 
islands as bases from which to 
interfere with American shipping 
and to launch occasional raids 
upon the mainiand, How long 
would the Founding Fathers have 
tolerated such a situation? 

If we now get into a major war 
over Matsu and Quemoy, we shall 
have few friends and allies: nor 
shall we deserve them. We shall 
haye no one to blame but our- 
selves, nothing to gain and every- 
thing to lose—including our self- 
respect and national honor. 

How myopic. with _respect to 
our own real interests and how 
ruthlessly inconsiderate of the in- 
terests of humanity are we going 
to allow our government to be” 

How long shall we be ‘silent, 
while our government recklessly 
takes us from one brink to an- 
other” 

Is there no “loval opposition” 
which, instead of acquiescing in, 
if not actually applauding, each 
act of insanity, will at long last 
demand an end to irresponsibility 
and propose some common-sense 
alternatives’ 

This is a time’ when true pa- 
triotism demands not quiet acqui- 
escence but loud protest.

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Still a War to Stay Out Of 


President Eisenhower's new statement on 
Quemoy and Matsu does not clarify Admin- 
istration policy as to risking American in- 
volvement in an unnecessary war. 

The President says, first, that he has not 
yet decided under the 1955 Formosa resolu- 
tion whether our commitment to defend For- 
mosa also requires defense of the two coastal 
islands. Then he says he would not hesitate 
to make such a decision if necessary. Final- 
ly, he declares, “We have recognized that the 
securing and protecting of Quemoy and Matsu 
have increasingly become related to the de- 
fense’”’ of Formosa. 

In sum, the Administration has not an- 
nounced a decision to help Chiang Kai-shek 
defend the islands under Communist bom- 
bardment, but gives the impression that a 
stronger case can be made for their defense 
now than in the past. An unidentified White 
House spokesman even speaks of the possibil- 
ity of bombing mainland China. 

In 1955, when Quemoy and Matsu were 
similarly threatened, the Post-Dispatch re- 
ferred to the Chinese civil war as ‘a war to 
stay out of.” It is still a war to stay out of. 

> s . 

How are Quemoy and Matsu more impor- 
tant to the defense of Formosa today than 
they were three years ago? They are exactly 
where they were then—more than 100 miles 
from Formosa, only a half-dozen or so miles 
from mainland China. 

President Eisenhower recently explained 
that the islands had gained importance be- 
cause Chiang Kai-shek had stationed a third 
of his troops on them. If so, then the United 
States permitted Chiang to increase the risk 
of American involvement simply by moving 
his troops. 

Meanwhile the Pentagon is reported to feel 
that Quemoy and Matsu have little strategic 
significance. Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phillips, 
the Post-Dispatch military analyst, has writ- 
ten that “it is difficult to find any support 
in the military services, or in the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, for going to war to help the Chinese 
Nationalists retain them.” 

If the military does not consider Quemoy 
and Matsu increasingly important, to whom 
does the President refer when he says “we 
have recognized” that the islands have in- 
creased in importance?

Secretary of State Dulles, who issued this 
statement for the President, presumably is 
working on the assumption that Communist 
China will not attack. Then it might appear 
that his latest experiment in brinkmanship 
actually prevented hostilities. But the Dulles 
“keep ‘em. guessing” policy has two sides. 
Right now the Peiping Government is keep- 
ing the world guessing. 

Suppose the Communist forces did try to 
invade Quemoy? Either the United States 
would have to retreat from involvement, and 


expose its past warnings as a meaningless 
bluff for all of Asia to see. Or the United 
States would have to go to war with Com- 
munist China over two tiny coastal islands, 
and that would be a monstrous folly. 

The cause of Nationalist China has evoked 
little enthusiasm in Asia or elsewhere. A 
war to defend, not Nationalist China but two 
of its outposts, would invite suspicion and 
antagonism nearly everywhere, and might 
bring the Russian-Chinese mutual assistance 
pact into play. 

In such a war the United States would be 
attempting to turn the tide of history in Asia. 
It would be acting unilaterally, against the 
best judgment of such friends as Britain, 
without effective allies, and without the ap- 
proval or support of the United Nations. 

> . * 

Saber-rattling today has gone so far that 
it has limited the alternatives available to the 
Administration. But there are alternatives to 
a vague policy which lies somewhere between 
bluff and threat. These alternatives should 
be explored in the national interest and in 
the interest of peace. 

One choice still open is to induce Chiang 
Kai-shek to evacuate his American-trained 
and supplied troops from the coastal islands. 
This would mean a loss of face for Chiang. 
He could no longer maintain pretensions 
about invading mainland China. But the 
withdrawal would certainly not weaken the 
defense of Formosa, And world peace would 
gain from the separation of two enemy forces. 

The second choice, which would be 
strengthened by the first, is to put the prob- 
lem of Quemoy and Matsu before the United 
Nations. A truce is needed. The threat to 
peace is assuredly grave enough to justify 
an emergency meeting of the Security Coun- 
cil, and if it does not act, the issue should be 
taken promptly to the General Assembly.

We realize the great problems which the 
United Nations faces with respect to the 
“two Chinas.” The Nationalists could use 
their position in the Security Council to veto 
action there. If that happened, the Assembly 
would have to deal with a Communist China 
which is not even a member. 

The problem of Red China’s admission to 
the U.N. might be unavoidable. But Peiping’s 
desire for admission gives the U.N. strong 
power to bargain for a truce in the Formosa 
Strait and, if possible, for a more lasting 
settlement of the China question. Eventually 
an international trusteeship for Formosa may 
be the answer to the two-China question. 

Three years ago this newspaper said, “The 
President needs the benefit of public opinion 
to enable him to resist the continuing pres- 
sures for involvement.” Today the President 
still needs to hear that the American people 
regard a Chinese civil war over coastal is- 
lands as a war to stay out of. 


Delay the Decision 


The Metropolitan Board of Freeholders will 
meet Saturday in hopes of deciding on the 
framework of a metropolitan plan. While it 
is undoubtedly frustrating for the Freehold- 
ers to mark time, nevertheless two factors in- 
dicate a final decision should be postponed. 

One factor is the November election, If 
the Freeholders were to decide now on any 
form of city-county merger or annexation, 
their plan would immediately become a po- 
litical issue. It would become an issue to 
candidates for official posts which might be 
threatened or restricted by the metropolitan 
plan, or to any candidate who wishes to make 
a parochial appeal for votes. . 

Another factor suggesting a delay is the 
lack of facts upon which to base a final deci- 
sion. A Freeholders’ committee has been 
studying the potential cost of various public 
services which might be brought under met- 
ropolitan control. But at this moment the 
Freeholders can have no really clear idea of 
the effect on tax structures of any one of 
the four alternative plans before them. 

The State Constitution permits a city-coun- 
ty merger, re-entry of the city into the coun- 
ty, city annexation of parts of the county, or 
creation of a new metropolitan district for 
areawide services. ‘This last approach seems 
to have won considerable support. Girard C. 
Varnum, president of the St. Louis County 
Chamber gf Commerce, said he had heard of 
little sentiment for a merger, and urged the 
“simplest, most direct” plan for administer- 
ing basic services. 

From a legal standpoint an outright mer- 
ger is the simplest, most direct plan. A met- 
ropolitan district may seem simpler political- 
ly, but it would add another layer of govern- 
ment in the St. Louis area—and another layer 
of taxation as well. 

At the moment the Freeholders need to 
educate the public on what these approaches 
would mean. Above all the problem should 
not be immersed in the political campaign. 
Even after the November election, the Free- 
holders will have six months in which to 
draft their recommendations to the people. 


Short Form for Long Incomes 


The Internal Revenue Service's new short 
form for 31,000,000 income taxpayers earn- 
ing up to $10,000 a year is good news to 
a point. That point is reached when the 
taxpayer realizes that the top limit for the 
short form used to be only $5000. The 
implication is that $10,000 today represents 
$5000 a yesterday-or-two ago, or vice versa. 
Simplicity is a fine thing, especially in paying 
taxes. but it is inflation that has helped to 
spread the benefits of simplicity, along with 
the IRS. The taxpayers’ gratitude is there- 
fore 50 per cent deductible. 


Jobs and British Race Riots 


British common sense and respect for law 
are being severly tested as race rioting goes 
on in the London area. There are indica- 
tions that as a panacea the Government 
may stop allowing free entry of immigrants 
from colonial and commonwealth countries. 

Until recently Britain was enjoying full 
employment with 23,800,000 persons at work. 
Only 200,000 were colored workers but as 
jobs fell off this summer they were dis- 
missed in higher proportion than were whites. 
For example, in Nottingham, where much of 
the rioting occurred, there are 430 colored 
men unemployed out of a total 2000 jobless. 

It is to the credit of the trade union groups 
in Sheffield and B that they have 
formally asked to be notified of cases of dis- 
crimination. The general populace also seems 


aware that much of the trouble has stemmed 
from the roving bands of juvenile delinquents. 
The United States, with its many race 
problems, cannot tell Britain how to solve 
its problems. It can hope that if Britain 
finds too many immigrants are entering that 
any restrictions will not be based on color. 


What's the Answer? 

The jackpot question on the quiz show, it 
would appear from the New York District At- 
torney's investigation of-these phenomena, is 
“Does the great unseen audience want to see 
you again next week?” Dan Enright, a co- 
producer of “Twenty-One,” one of the shows 
under investigation (the defunct “Dotto” is 
another) gave a refreshingly ingenuous in- 
sight into the attitude that the quiz show may 
be regarded as less of a quiz than a show. 

Mr. Enright, who denies the charge by one- 
time contestant Herbert Stempel that the show 
was rigged, nevertheless affirmed that he 
gave Stempel $18,500 in winnings in advance 
(though how he could tell in advance that the 
contestant’s answers were going to be correct 
remains one of the mysteries of electronics). 
Mr. Enright then went on with childlike sim- 
plicity to explain that he had to give Mr. 
Stempel the $18,500 because he had threat- 
ened to quit. “He was,” said the co-producer 
plaintively, “the first contestant who had 
remained on for a number of weeks in a row. 
He was establishing an identity for the show 
and we couldn't afford to lose him.” 

Plainly, according to this very pragmatic 
approach to quizzing and showing, the an- 
swer's not the thing. The thing is for the 
contestant to be built up into a character, 
similar though not necessarily identical to 
Jack Benny, or Dr. Gentry, or John’s other 
wife. It’s a sort of intellectual wrestling 
match, with the grunts and groans more im- 
portant to keeping the customers happy, and 
bringing them back again, than the answers. 

The question which arises here, we should 
think, would be, “Is this sort of thing really 
worth doing?” and the correct answer would 
be “No.” If many people say the same, the 
molders of entertainment may have to start 
thinking up some better answers themselves. 


Busses, Not Space-Hogs 


The City Hall decision to order the Public 
Service Co. to discontinue parking at the 
north end of the riverfront memorial area 
seems to have been made without recourse to 
simple arithmetic. While removal of the 
busses would provide space for 250 or 300 
automobiles on the shrinking bargain parking 
lot, it would tie new snarls into the city’s 
congested rush-hour traffic. 

Virtually all of the cars thus accommodated 
would be used for travel to and from work. 
Virtually all.of them would transport only 
their drivers. The 120 to 150 busses now 
using the area, on the other hand, accommo- 
date about 50 passengers each. That means 
at least 6000 riders in a single rush-hour trip. 
And there are other advantages: riverfront 
parking means that the busses do.not add 
to congestion by making “deadhead’’ trips; 
they can maintain better schedules, and they 
are available where needed. 

Automobiles which carry only 250 or 300 
persons compared with busses which carry 
6000 or more obviously occupy a dispropor- 
tionate share of the available street space. 
So their drivers hardly deserve the encour- 
agement of bargain parking at the expense 
of mass transport. The parking of individual 
cars might bring in a little more than.the 
$10,000 a year paid by the Public Service 
Co. But this is not worth added 
and irritation. If City Hall will count heads, 
it will not order the busses off the riverfront.

Goldfine’s Gifts an Issue in Maine's Last Earl v Election 


State With Unemployment Has Not Named Democratic Senator for 47 Years

The Democrats are hoping to win 
a double-header in the election here 
next Monday.

Former Gov. Hildreth was talked 
irito running for Governor as a Re- 
publican unity candidate. Since 
1952, the Republicans have been 
beset by a rising Democratic tide 
fed by an influx of French-Cana- 
dians, chronic unemployment in the 
old river towns and the astonishing 
popularity of the two-term Dem- 
ocratic Governor, Edmund Muskie, 
who is running for the Senate. 

One result has been a sharp de- 
cline in the political power of the 
aid Yankee Republicans who ruled 
the state for generations. 

To prepare for the election next 
week, the Republicans revamped 
their entire state political organiza- 
tion and bound up their 1952 sena- 
torial primary wounds, when the 
present Senator Frederick Payne 
challenged former Senator Owen 
Brewster. 

Brewster was a strong Taft man 
while Payne went all out for Eisen-

hower that year. Ever since the two 
factions have been at arm's length. 

After walloping Brewster in the 
primary, Payne went on to win elec- 
tion to the Senate where he has per- 
formed his duties with diligence and 
the precision of an expert ac- 
countant, 

It was Payne who, with Senator 
Douglas of lllinois, co-sponsored the 
Depressed Areas bill, one of the last 
bills of the session to pass Congress. 
The bill promises $275,000,000 in 
federal aid for areas of chronic un- 
employment, One such area is this 
town of Sanford, where the spraw!l- 
ing textile plants that once hummed 
with business are now. wasteful rem- 
nants of a vanished era. 

Payne co-sponsored the bill and 
he naturally is making much of it. 
At a Republican rally in the Elks 
Hall here, Payne recited his own 
record and attacked Muskie for not 
doing more to solve the problem of 
industrial migration south and west, 
The Democratic Governor, he said, 
“has failed the state of Maine and 
failed it badly.” 

This kind of attack on Muskie 
does not seem to be hurting the 
Democratic Governor, and if a sus- 
picion now held within the Payne 
camp is well founded, it could 
boomerang with a vengeance. 

The suspicion is that President 
Eisenhower may veto the De- 
pressed Areas bill. A veto of Payne's 
bill would seem to be an unthink- 
able blooper, if it were not for the 
recollection of other occasions of 
Administration rug-pulling. 

The bill went to the President's 
desk a week ago last Tuesday. He 
has ten days, excluding Sundays, to 
act, putting the deadline just two 
days before the election. 

As this report is written, Payne 
and the entire Republican team are 
agonizing over the prospect of such 
a veto. On the other hand the 
President's signature on the bill 
would give his party a decided lift. 

It would not, however, change 
Senator Payne's status as underdog,

Between Book En ds Law on Insanity, Smooth Tale, and Cowboy. Life 


CRIME AND INSANITY, edited by 
Richard W. Nice. (Philesophical Li- 
brary 280 pes., $6.) 


The 11 eontributors to this book 
discuss and generally condemn the 
law's handling of insanity as a plea 
in criminal cases. 

The McNaughten Rule, which 
arose from a case in England, in 
1843, holds that a defendant is not 
liable to answer a charge and be 
tried if he was so unsound of mind 
as to not know right from wrong at 
the time of the crime.

Atomic Missing 
European Rese

GENEVA, Sept. 5—A group 
of physicists working at a 
European research center an- 


nounced yvesteday they had dis- 
covered one of the missing 
links in the forces that hold 


the atom together 

The discovery relates to the 
décay or transformation of par- 
ticles called pi-mesons thrown 
out when the hard cores of 
atoms are chipped or smashed 
inside hig accelerating ma 
chines, The announcement was 
made informally at the second 
international atoms - for - peace 
conference here by Dr. Gil- 
bert Bernardino, who ts In 
charge ol synchro-cvclotron 
division of the European Coun- 
cil for Nuclear Research. Head- 
quarters of this joint European 
research project into funda- 
mental physics are at Meyrin, 
near Geneva 

The discovery was made by 
five physicists, Tito Fazini and 
Giuseppi Fidecaro of Italy, 
Alexander W. Merrison of Brit- 
ain, Helmut Paul of Austria 
and Alvin Tollestrup of Cali- 
fornia Institute of ‘lechnology 

Postulated in 1925. 

According to the theory first 
postulated by the Japanese 
physicist Hideki Yukawa in 
1925. the nucleus or core of the 
atom is Composed of bits of 
tightlv-packed matter called 
protons and neutrons held to 
gether by mesons. The mesons 
oscillate as an exchange force 
uniting the neutrons and posi- 
tively charged protons. Othe 
wise the atomic would fly 
apart

Two Blips Instead of Three. 

The anomaly now has been 
rectified, the research cente 
physicists said yesterday, The 
physicists induced protons into 
their accelerator and whirled 
them around the track by 
means of electro-magnets until 
they approached the speed of 
light. The protons were then 
hurled against a target of 
carbon where the pi-mesons 
escaped by the energy of the 
collision Some plunged 
through a battery of particle 
counters where physicists were 
able to detect what happened 
to them In the split-second 
decay period they were de- 
lighted to get two blips or 
pulses instead of the normal 
three. The two indicated that 
the meson has become an elec- 
tron without providing the ex- 
tra blip of the mu-meson stage. 
This was Yukawa’'s. theory in 
action 

The experiment has been re- 
peated again and again and the 
direct decay occurs, it has been 
found, about once in 10,0000 
times, which -is approximately 
the relationship needed _ to 
reguiarize the mechanics of 
the decay theory. It ties in 
neatly with the theory of dis- 
tribution of forces inside the 
atom.

Prof, Jack Steinberger, who

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FOR HANDICAPPED 


Head of New Special Dis- 
trict Cites Hopes for Full 
Service in 3 Years. 


St. Louis county's Special 
School. District for Handicapped 


Children hopes to provide vir- 


tually full service for mentally 
and physically handicapped 
children in two to three years, 
Morvin A. Wirtz, superintend- 
ent of the new district, said to- 
dav. 

Wirtz, who assumed his du- 


Monday, said that 
“within two to three years we 
hope to be in the 90 per cent 
service bracket.” The 38-year- 
old superintendent was previ- 
ously head of the Rackham 
School of Special Education at 
Fastern Michigan College. 

“The development of the pro- 
gram will be dependent on our 
being able to obtain qualified 
teachers and sufficient facili- 
lies.’ Wirtz remarked, 

Biggest task facing the dis- 
trict's olficials at this time. he 
said, is locating all of the handi- 
capped children in the county, 
who probably number between 
9000 and 6000. “After that, the 
most important thing will be to 
find qualified teachers.” 

The district will begin classes 


Monday with 11 teachers. and 
several teacher helpers, at five 
centers. A total of 116 trainable. 


mentally handicapped children 
has registered so far, and there 
is room for more, Wirtz said 
This year the district is han- 
dling only the trainable, bu§ 
not educable, children, A pro- 
gram to include the educable 
mentally handicapped, as: well 
as the physically handicapped, 
is being developed for the 1959- 
60 academic year. In the mean- 
time, the district is reimburs- 
ing those school districts which 
continue their programs for the 
handicapped 
(Commenting on the recently- 
formed district, Wirtz said it is 
unique in the United ptates 
Other county-wide special dis- 
tricts are under the jurisdic- 
tion of the county superinten- 
dent of schools, he observed 
“The advantage here is that 
we have our own taxing powers 
and don't have to compete with 
the other phases of education 
for our share of the tax dollar.” 
The superintendent said that 
teaching the mentally handi- 
capped is generally about twice 
as costly as teaching normally- 
endowed children and éducat- 
ing the physically handicapped 


is about four times as expen- 
sive 
This is largely because’ tn 


special education the children 
are divided into smaller groups 
than in regular schools, thus 
more teachers are required, he 
said.

FNMA Makes 
Change in 
Prices 


The Federal National Mort- 
gage Association reports a 
change in the prices it pays 
for mortgages purchased under 
its Special Assistance Func- 
tions. The new prices range 
from 971% to 100 and affect all 
offers. including reoffers, which 


are executed by sellers and 
which are hand delivered or 
posted, as evidenced by the 
postmark, to FNMA on and 
after Aug. 28, 1958 

The Housing Act of 1957 
which was approved in July 


1957 required FNMA to pay 
par (100) for special assistance 
mortgages. This provision of 
the law expired Aug. 7, 1958. 
Under its Special Assistance 
Functions FNMA purchases 
FHA-insured and VA-guaran- 
teed mortgages covering special 
programs of housing designated 
by the President or the Con- 
gress. Special FNMA programs 
have been established to help 
finance housing for victims of 
major disasters such as hurri- 
canes or floods, urban renewal, 
Alaska and Guam, elderly per- 
sons, co-operative groups, the 
armed forces, including civilian 
employes at military research 
and development installations, 
and low and moderate priced 
housing. The Special Assist- 
ance programs are financed 
entirely with funds borrowed 
from the United States Treas- 


ury. 

According to FNMA presi- 
dent J. Stanley Baughman, 
FNMA's purchase prices for 
special assistance mortgages 
vary according to the interest 
rate of the different types of 
mortgages and will be on a 
uniform nationa! basis for each 
type. The new price schedule 
for 1- to 4-family housing mort- 
gages provides a purchase 
price for 9942 to 5'4 per cent 
mortgages, 98'2 for 5 per cent 

mortgages, and 97'2 for 4% 
per cent mortgages. 

Prices paid for multi-family 


housing mortgages are 99'2 for 
5 per cent mortgages, 99 for 
le per cent mortgages, and 
100 for 444 per cent Capehart 
Armed Services mortages. The 
last type of mortgage is in- 
sured by FHA and the Defense 
Department guarantees’ the 
monthly payments. 

The Special Assistance Func- 
tions, Mr. Baughman said, are 
intended to supplement but not 
to supplant private financing in

A DUTCH TREAT is an outing on which all persons 
who take part agree to pay their own expenses. The agree- 
ment prevents unseemly wrangling over who is to pay for 
tickets, food, fares, fees, fuel and night's lodging.

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New Top Lady for Republicans 


Mrs. Clare Williams, Former St. Louisan, Was Brought Up on Politics

WASHINGTON, 

Sept. 5 (AP) 
THE NEW TOP LADY in 
Republican national political 
circles is a slender, attractive 
blond widow Mrs. Clare 
Williams, onetime high school 
teacher and high fashion buy- 

er, formerly of St. Louis. 


She believes handshaking {s 
the way to win elections. And 
she's expected to combine her 
longtime love of politics and 
travel into campaign-winning 
tactics for her party. 

Mrs. Williams is not only an 
expert at public speaking; she 
was brought up on politics “at 
the dinner table.” 

Born in Syracuse, N.Y., but 
more recently a Floridian, she 
comes to Washington to take 
over the job of assistant G.O.P. 
national chairman in charge of 
women's activities. Mrs. Wil- 
liams is reported to be inde- 
pendently wealthy, is childless, 
and has no home ties. 

First off, she may save the 
G.O.P. $15,000 a year. That is 
the salary her predecessor, 
Miss Bertha Adkins, drew. But 
no pay has been mentioned so 
far for Mrs. Williams, who was 
appointed July 26. Republican 
committee spokesmen say there 
is no set salary for the spot— 
it's a matter of individual ar- 
rangement. And it just may 
be that Mrs. Williams will don- 
nate her services to the party 
of her choice. 

Miss Adkins now is Under 
Secretary of Health, Educatfon 
and Welfare. 


Republican women across 
the nation—and men, too—are 
going to get to know blue-eyed 
Mrs. Williams before long. 

She believes that teamwork 
and the old fashioned person- 
to-person method of campaign- 
ing will never be supplanted 
by television. “It's been my 
experience that the one who

shakes the most hands is still 
the one who gets elected,” she 
maintains. 


Her own personal record in 
Florida is considered respon- 
sible for her selection as as- 
sistant chairman.

Mrs. Willlams gave up a ca- 
reer in the fashion world in 
1940 to marry Frank E. Wil- 
liams. a prominent St. Louis 
attorney. 

After her marriage, Mrs. Wil- 
liams turned to charitable, civic 
and social affairs in St. Louis.

T'V Camera for a

THE SOVIETS have not 
boasted of having a television 
camera in their sputniks and 


most Western observers have 
taken it for granted there 
wasnt one 

The truth is, Nowever, the 


monster Sputnik III may have 


a complete camera system. 


Perhaps its power was quickly 


exhausted, but it is possible 
that the first satellite-borne 
TY system has already been 
in use 


We have no monster satel- 
lites vet, but 
tists have developed miniature 
transistorized television equip- 
ment that could be carried by 
a satellite weighing only 100 
pounds. And a satellite of this 
weight is likely to be launched 
this year. It could be the first 
TV reconnaissance vehicle, 


American scien- 


Conventional TV equipment 
consists of the camera, con- 
trol unit, synchronizing gen- 
erator and power supply. These 
components weigh up to 300 
or 400 pounds. A heavy trans- 
mitter and additional power 
supply for it must be added 
This is an almost intolerable 
weight even for Sputnik III. 


By contrast, recent develop- 
ments in American electronic 
art make it possible to have 
a much smaller system. Today, 
it is possible to make a TV 
camera weighing less than a 
pound, utilizing a Vidicon pick- 
up tube only half an inch in 
diameter 


With this as the nucleus, 
electronics engineers and de- 
signers have come up with a 
complete camera system includ- 
ing the sync generator, deflec- 
tion amplifiers, video ampli- 
fiers and power supply, at a 
total weight of only four 
pounds.

Lion’s Den Session for Diabetic Children Provides Lots of Outdoor Fun, Plus Measured Diets

THE OTHER DAY I visited 
a-special kind of camp, one of 
only 26 camps of its kind in 
the country. nestled in a 
wooded valley on a Boy Scout 
reservation (called Lion's Den) 
near Imperial, Mo. 

It is a camp for white and 
Negro children, and children of 
many faiths—but al] with one 
problem in common. They are 
diabetics 

We sat down for a chat with 
Miss Genevieve Harris of Ma- 
plewood, the director, to ask, 
in brief: What does a special 
camp like this do for a diabetic 
child” 

And she told us 

“It teaches that child self 
reliance and how to live with 
other children of the same age 
group.” she said, “and also it 
demonstrates to the diabetic 
youngster that there are plenty 
of other kids in the same 
boat.” 

We stolled toward the swim- 
ming pool. I was looking for 
one: particular boy It didn’t 
take long to spot him. He was 
that chattering cotton-top down 
at the far end, by the diving 
board. 

I shouted, “Hi Richard.” 

He turned, startled velped, 
bounded over and put his tan 
arms around me, hugged tight 
and said, “Hi. Dad'” 

He seemed to have grown an 
Inch and put on at’ least five 
pounds, and his laugh rang out 
over the pool. He introduced 
us to his pals. These kids are 
8 through 14 

“We're decorating the pool 
for the swimming carnival,” 
Richard said 

That's a big event on Vis- 
ltors’ day, the one camp dav 
when parents, relatives and 
friends are allowed to see the 
children without special per- 
mission 

One youngster was putting 
the final touches to a big paper 
seal, painting on the whiskers 
with an artistic flourish. Oth- 
ers were busily arranging gaily 
colored streamers 

Suddenly a small girl slumped 
down

COMPLETELY WRONG. De- 
linquents are individuals each 
of whom has run afoul of the 
law in his own way. and for 
reasons that are peculiarly his 
own. As Sheriff Joseph D. Loh- 
man of Cook County says, “The 
fact is that delinquents are 
alike only in the common name 
we give them—‘delinquents’’ ” 
There are two implications here 
(1) More adequate study of the 
individual youngster who gets 
in trouble, and (2) avoiding the 
too-early labeling of a young- 
ster as “delinquent” which too 
often serves to make him more 
delinquent. 

(Answer to Question 2.) 

Yes. All evidence shows that 
young women today have a 
wide range of possibilities for 
finding a mate.

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Koller’s recent study of three 
generations of Ohio women, tor 
example, he found that grand- 
mothers tended to find their 
mates at church or in their 
homes, while young women 
nowadays have many more 
places for meeting men who 
might become mates.
